Hickey’s Testimony.- 

Philip J. Hickey, superintend- 
ent of instruction in St. Louis 
public schools and chairman of 
the legislative conimittee of the 
Migsouri State Teachers Associa@ 
tion, told the committee that Mis- 
souri is spending an average of 
$85.68 per pupil in school aid, as 
compared with the national aver- 
age of $94.89. 

Hickey declared additional 
funds are needed to increase 
teacher pay in Missouri. He re- 
ported the average salary paid to 
Missouri teachers is $2872 a year, 
or §493 less than the national 
average. 

During the next two years, he 
said, the enrollment in the public 
elementary and secondary schools 
is expected to increase by 48,210 
pupils. This means 1606 addition- 
al teachers will be required, he 
said. The salaries for tl these addi- 
tional instructors on the present 
pay level would be $7,371,000. 

Hickey added that the teacher 
supply in Missouri is critically 
short because of low pay. He re- 
ported many teachers are going 
to other states to accept better 
paying jobs, and the number of 
persons entering the profession is 
falling off. 

The state will actually need 
2700 more teachers during the 
next two years to replace those 
leaving the state or entering other

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Governor and Hospitals 


In a letter which appears under the cartoon 
today, Gov, Phil M. Donnelly states that the 
Post-Dispatch was wrong in saying his recom- 
mended appropriation for Missouri's mental hos- 
pitals is less than the sum previously allotted 


these institutions—a sum itself regarded as in- 


adequate by an investigating subcommittee of the 
lower branch of the Legislature. 

The Governor cites figures which purport to 
show that his recommendations are $543,344 
higher than the 1951-53 appropriations. But 
while his 1953-55 figures include allotments 
from the Postwar Reserve Fund, grants from 
the samé fund are not included in his 1951-53 
figures. 

This may have happened through inadvertence, 
but it does make a considerable difference. While 
Mr. Donnelly proposes expenditures for the next 
two years from the reserve fund running to 
$675,000 for the seven institutions, these were 
granted $2,001,000 from this fund in 1951-53. 

If money from this source is fairly included in 
the 1953-55 figures—and we agree with the Gov- 
ernor that it is—then for comparative purposes 
similar allocations in the preceding biennium 
also should be considered. 

When this is done, the 1951-53 total praves to 
be $1,457,656 greater than Mr. Donnelly’s total 
recommendation for the next two years. Alter- 
natively, if the postwar fund sums are left out 
of consideration in both cases, the 1951-53 ap- 
propriation still was $131,656 greater than that 
now proposed by the Governor. 

The real issue, however, does not lie in any 
comparisons such as these. The pathetic fact is 
that Missouri has been neglecting its mental 
hospitals all too long. To even begin to bring 
them up to what they should be, an appropriation 
is needed considerably larger than either of the 
totals discussed above. To his credit, the Gover- 
nor himself acknowledged the need of a survey 
of the hospitals and of “proper action toward 
their advancement to the highest possible stand- 


_ ard of service and efficiency.” 


Such a survey has been made by the subcom- 
mittee chairmaned by Representative Edward W. 
Garnholz of Richmond Heights. This resulted in 
House approval of an appropriation of $33,465,- 
000 by a vote of 131-0. 

. Unhappily, however, the Appropriations Com- 
mittee of the Democratic-controlled State Senate 
has just indicated it intends making deep cuts 
in the House appropriation. Apparently the Sen- 
ators are willing to ignore the findings of the 
Garnholz group. 

The care of the mentally sick—and especially 
their rehabilitation for useful living whenever 
that is possible—should not be dependent on a

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Bricker Amendment ‘Compromise’? 


The Eisenhower Adminisiration is going all 
out this week in its opposition to the Bricker 
constitutional amendment to restrict the historic 
authority of the President to conduct foreign 
relations. After strong Dulles aud Brownell state- 
ments against the resolution (sponsored by all 
but three Republican Senators and 19 Demo- 
crats, a total of 64) the White House is sending 
representatives of Defense and other depart- 
ments to the Senate subcommittee hearing. 

Yet at the same time there are signs that the 
Administration may be: getting ready to cave in 
on this basic issue of constitutional powers. Ma- 
jority Leader Taft, who is committed to the 
Bricker scheme to hog-tie the President, be he 
Republican or Democrat, says he favors chang- 
ing the amendment ution so as “to make it 
acceptable to the President.” This suggests that 
after the hearings are completed an effort will 
be made to alter the text and thus overcome 
the Administration’s opposition. 

If this happens it wilk be an exercise in se- 
mantics, nothing more. Only one thing can be 
done safely with the Bricker amendment and that 
is to reject it in Congress. To change the words 
and then turn it_loose on the State Legislatures 
for ratification would only add confusion to mis- 
chief. Secretary Dulles is right now after hav- 
ing been wrong last year—when the Democrats 
were in power..in Washington. Let him stand 
fast and thus protect both the presidency and 
the Department of State from the senatorial 
hatchetmen who are ready to add immeasurably 
to the difficulties of both. 
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Signal Credits to the Press 


Former Attorney General Biddle calls atten- 
tion to very important unfinished business in his 
demand that the Justice Department, under At- 
torney General Brownell, investigate Senater 
McCarthy of Wisconsin, 

Making the sound point that no Senator should 
be considered above the law, Mr. Biddle reminds 
Mr. Brownell that a committee of three Senators 
—Hennings of Missouri, Hayden of Arizona and 
Hendrickson of New Jersey usly re- 
ferred a six-foot stack of documents on McCar- 
thy and his financial and other dealings to the 
Department of Justice. The materials were sent 
“for any action deemed appropriate.” 

No one expected Mr. Brownell to come to any 
conclusion about these McCarthy matters in his 
first month or even in his first few weeks in 
office. But this is business on his desk and will 
remain so until he disposes of it. 

Meantime it is good to see that The New Re- 
public, weekly journal of opinion, not only makes 
the same call on Mr. Brownell, but takes ap- 
propriate notice of the odd disappearance of 
2500 copies of the Hennings subcommittee’s re- 
port on the McCarthy affairs. After printing 
15,000 words of.the official text and many of its 
exhibits in its March 30 issue, The New Republic 
has now made this material available in reprints. 

A similar public service is the way The Wash- 
ington Post opened its columns last Sunday to 
enable Dr. G. Bromley Oxnam, Methodist bishop 
of Washington, to reply to Congressman Donald 
L. Jackson, Republican member of the Velde 
Un-American Activities Committee. Jackson said 
in a House speech that “Bishop Oxnam served 
God on Sunday and the Communist front for 


‘the balance of the week.” 


At first Jackson said the file on Bishop Oxnam 
was available, but he then declined to make it 


publie. The Washington Post obtained the file 
and in its April 5 issue devoted almost two full 
pages to the committee material and Bishop 
Oxnam's paragraph by paragraph comment. The 
dissection showed the “record” to be the little 
end of nothing, to use a good, clear Ozark ex- 
pression. '

and The New Republic are public services and 
their respective chiefs, Eugene L. Meyer, and 
Michael Straight, deserve wide appreciation for 
contributions to an informed public opinion.

The President has appolated to the Tariff 
Commission—the body which decides when a 
domestic industry faces “peril” from imports— 
a high-tariff man — satisfies the high-tariff 
bloc. 

The appointee is Jones E. Talbot, Connecti- 
cut lawyer and former Republican Congressman. 
Mr. Talbot showed where he stood on foreign 
trade by voting against renewal of the Recipro- 
cal Trade Agreements Act in 1945. His appoint- 
ment has been hailed by the protectionist Amer- 
ican Tariff League and by Repregentative Rich- 
ard M. Simpson of Pennsylvania, leader of the 


Republican high-tariff bloc in the House, who 


along with Chairman Daniel A. Reed of the 
Ways and Means Committee conferred with the 
President shortly before the appointment was 
announced. 

Representative Simpson has also announced 
that if President Eisenhower will fill the second 
vacancy on the Tariff Commission as satisfac- 
torily as he filled the first, then Simpson will 
not insist on attaching a crippling amendment to 
the trade agreements legislation. Simpson earlier 
proposed that the Tariff Commission be given 
absolute power to suspend tariff concessions 
which it regards as “imperiling” a domestic 
industry, whereas the present Jaw permits the 
President to set aside a commission recommen- 
dation to this effect. 

The terms which the high-tariff Republicans 
have laid down to the President thus are fairly 
clear. They will let him have a one-year exten- 
sion of the Reciprocal Trade Agreements Act 
provided he stacks the Tariff Commission in 
favor of high tariffs. Judging by the Talbot ap- 
pointment, the President is accepting the terms. 

It is not hard to see who gets the best of this 
deal. What it means is that if there is to be 


‘a tariff fight it will come next year, when the 


President’s influence with Congress in all prob- 
ability will be less than it is today—a few months 
after the personal mandate he won at the polls. 

The protectionists do not give up much by 
agreeing to a one-year extension of the present 
law, which with its “peril point” provisions, is 
just about played out as far as bringing about 
significant new tariff reductions is concerned. 
The protectionists gain, meanwhile, a stacked 
Tariff Commission which can bring stronger and 
stronger pressure against existing tariff reduc- 
tions. They also gain a postponement of the 
battle, if any, to a time when their tactical posi- 
tion will be better than it is now. 

The surrender is not entirely unconditional, 
but that the protectionists have won a major 
engagement cannot be doubted. 
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Webster Groves Decides 


Congratulations are in order for the voters of 
Webster Groves. In a record turn-out, they voted 
in favor of opening the city’s swimming pool to 
all residents on a non-segregated basis. The 
question has agitated Webster Groves ever since 
the former city administration closed the pool in 
1951 rather than comply with a court order 
against segregation. Now, both by the election 
of officials friendly to reopening the pool, and 
by a decisive referendum against segregation, 
the people have spoken up for equal access to 
public facilities by all the suburb’s residents. It 
is a heartening decision. 
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For Little Children 


Wisconsin’s Senator Wiley, chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee, deserves

It provides toxoids 
to fight diphtheria and whooping cough; strepto- 
mycin against tuberculosis and meningitis; DDT 
to kill disease-carrying mosquitoes; milk for mil- 
lions of babies. : 

It gets its money’s worth. In Thailand, for in- 
stance, $55,000 bought skim milk daily for two 
and a half years for 62,500 youngsters. - 

Small and underdeveloped countries are rec- 
ognizing U.N.I.C.E.F.’s efforts on behalf of 60,- 
000,000 children in 72 nations. Governments that 
are themselves hard up are increasing their con- 
tributions. The United Kingdom is doubling its 
share. Hard-pressed India is giving three times 
the amount given in 1951. Inflation-ridden Pak- 
istan again is giving $60,000 and its people re- 
sponded to a public appeal with another $45,000. 

As figures run these days, the fund has never 
had more than a pittance at its command. 
Granted that demands are many and heavy in 
this time of troubles, yet what better insurance 
can there be for the future than to help the 
world’s neediest little children? And what could 
be more humane? More readily justified? 
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Milwaukee for Fluoridation 

A substantial number of Milwaukee voters 
has approved fluoridation of the municipal water 
supply to attack dental decay in their children. 
And if the city’s Common Council heeds the 
will of the people, Milwaukee soon will join the 
growing number of communities already em- 
ploying this beneficial public health measure. 

Like St. Louis, Milwaukee is an important 


brewing town. The beer industry in the Wiscon- ’ 


sin city stoutly denied it opposed fluoridation. 
But when the proposal was debated in the Coun- 
cil it was fought tooth and nail on the basis that 
fluoridation might “injure” the breweries. So 
the Council passed the issue to the people. 
The election result seems to indicate that Mil- 
waukee citizens weighed a tangible public health 
interest against an intangible commercial one 
and decided in favor of the public health. It 
would be a happy event for St. Louis if the new 
Board of Aldermen would do the same thing.

This indicated, according to 
some ‘Wall street quarters, that 
the Treasury thinks it will not 
be needing so much money in the 
near future to finance the Gov- 
ernment as had. been expected 
before Moscow began its 
moves. The idea was that if the 
Government were sure it would 
need a full two billion dollafs of 
borrowed money indefinitely it 
would have raised the money 
through long-term financing. 

Terms of New ering. 

The terms of the new Admin- 
istration’s offering are 

A 30-year and 46-day bond; to 
bear 3% per cent interest, and 
to be fully marketable; dated May 
1, 1953, and maturing June 15, 
1983, but callable on or after June 
15, 1978. The last proVision 
means the Treasury can shorten 
the life of the bond as much as 
five years. The 3% per cent in- 
terest rate is the highest offered 
for a similar issue since October 
1933, when $1,401,000,000 was 
floated at the same rate..

And on what 
date may one expect-to find the largest number of 
Missouri wild flowers in bloom? Neither question 
is, in fact, hard to answer, and with plenty of 
authoritative backing. 
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AS TO THE FIRST, the wild flower season is 
exactly on time, as usual, and is neither early nor 
late. by mild winter affects the blooming dates 
little, if at all. Along wit particular conditions 
of soil moisture and temperature, however, it may 
: well have increased the germination of seed and 
: the plant growth, to account for the unusual num- 
: ber of some species which we found. But the day 
on which the various flowers open their blossoms 
varies little from year to year, a fact we can readily 
confirm by running back through these columns 
j for 10 years. The reason for this is tat most 
flowers react to sunlight and day-length rather 
than to such factors as temperature and moisture.

As also in the next year or two, bedtime resistance in 
most cases is not so much a matter of open rebellion as a 
series of stalling devices.
